It was then 
announced that Governor Hart had commanded 
the Republicans to concentrate on Horatio Bis- 
bee, Jr., the United States District Attorney, or 
on Chief Justice E. M. Randall, of the Supreme 
Court, and had said that the election of a Repub- 
lican, by votes of the Opposition, would be “a 
serious calamity.” The Legislature, as counted 
in by Bisbee and Randall, who manipulated the 
returns, was 41 Republicans, 35 Opposition ; 
which was the beat they could do, seeing the Re- 
publicans did not elect half as many. It appears,
